NOVEMBER LANGUAGE. HOWEVER, US REPS EXCEPT FURTHER ATTEMPTS 
WILL BE MADE TO CHANGE COMPROMISE TEXT TO SOMEHOW INCORPORATE 
WORD "DEVELOP”. THE USSR MAY SEEK A FORMULATION ALONG THE 
LINES: QUOTE THE INVOLVEMENT OF THE AGENCY IN HEALTH AND 
SAFETY ASSESSMENS WOULD BE FACILITATED BY THE DEVELOPMENT 
AND AOPTION OF INTERNATIONAL TECHNICAL RECOMMENDATIONS ON THE

AS REPORTED. US REPS DO NOT SEE "POTENTIAL PROBLEM",
